They are public sen-­ 
ice that is taking care, of the 
indigents graduate training of 
internes and residents, and un­ 
dergraduate training on a prac­ 
tical level for medical students 
at the universities."

He disclosed that Harbor Hos­ 
pital way* doing more than an 
adequate job in providing for in­ 
digents in the community. He 
said the training of internes and 
residents is also moving forward.

"We are now about ready to 
tackle the third function of the 
Hospital," said Mazur. "training 
of undergratuate medical stu­ 
dents."

He pointed out that UCLA has 
been brought into the picture to 
round out this part of the hos­ 
pital program.
